LOBANOFF’S VISIT 


To Berlin Causes Considerable Comment 
in Germany.

AS TO THE SIGNIFICANCE OF IT 


Authorities Say It Is Only in Return 
of Hohenlohe’s Visit. 


BUT IT IS THOUGHT TO BE IMPORTANT. 


The Emperor Has Had a Good Time 
with the Deer—The Case of Louis 
Stern—Other Foreign News. 


Berlin, October 13.—The visit of Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovosky, the Russian minister 
of foreign affairs, who arrived here last 
night from Paris after finishing his holi- 
days in France, is regarded in official cir- 
cles as having no significance beyond that 
of an act of friendly courtesy in return for 
the recent visit of Prince Hohenlohe to St. 
Petersburg. Prince Lobanoff was received 
by the emperor at Hubertusstock today and 
according to the present arrangement wil! 
return to St. Petersburg tomorrow. Count 
Ostensacken, the Russian ambassador to 
Germany, has shortened his leave of ab- 
sence, spent in Switzerland, and returned 
here in order to meet Prince Lobanoff. 
The fact that he hastened his return to 
Berlin in order to be here while his immec- 
diate superior was in the city has been con- 
strued by a few as signifying that diplo- 
matic matters of importance were to be dis- 
cussed, but it is generally known as merely 
an observance of diplomatic amenities. In 
the meantime public and official curiosity 
attaches to the Kaiser’s reception of the 
Russian foreign minister after having read 
the report of an interview which Prince 
Lobanoff accorded to M. Blowitz, the Paris 
correspondent of The London Times, while 
the former was in Paris, which has been 
reproduced in the newspapers here. In 
this interview the emperor, whose morning 
reports from the various departments and 
his secretaries include the most of the mat- 
ter published in the German journals re- 
ferring to himself, is referred to frequently 
and compared q¢niavorably with his father. 
Prince Lobanoff is represented as saying:

Taat Number of ‘Spider and Fly” Peo- 
ple Kick the Traces. 


The Company Seems to Be in a Good 
Deal of Trouble—Attachments 
Sworn Out in Atlanta. - * 


If the “Spider and Fly”’ company gives a 
performance in Athens tonight, 
billed to do, the piece will be rendered with 
eleven members of the company absent. 
Those eleven members, ten ladies and the 
stage manager, took a few things into con- 
sideration yesterday morning and with 
unanimity decided to quit the company, 
which they did. 

The cause of the break in the ranks of 
the company came about by reason of the 
scarcity of funds in the treasury. It seems 
that for several weeks the salaries of the 
players have not been forthcoming as the 
members believed they should nave been. 
With no better prospect ahead the matter 
came to a climax yesterday morning with 
the results stated. 

The eleven members of the company left 
in Atlanta yesterday have a grievance 
against the management of the “Spider and 
Fly” company which they consider a just 
one. It seems that the grievance against 
the management, with one or two excep- 
tions, is from a financial standpoint, most 
of the strikers attaching no blame to Man- 
ager Leavitt in person. 

The members here yesterday attributed 
the troubles of the manager to poor busi- 
ness, stating that they know that the ne- 
ceipts have not been sufficient to meet the 
expenses for several weeks. With that 
knowledge the strikers concluded that it 
would be folly to continue with the com- 
pany further and the result was that 
eleven of them refused to go to Athens 
with Manager Leavitt yesterday morning. 
At least two of the eleven, it seems, have 
attached the property of the company in an 
effort to secure the amounts due them. 
These two are said to have some very de- 
cided opinions as to the manner in which 
they have been deprived of the money due 
them. 

The Atlanta end of the company’s trouble 
came to the surface Saturday afternoon. 
It was just by a quick movement on the 
part of Manager Leavitt that the company 
played in Atlanta Saturday night. Two at- 
tachments for back salary were sworn out 
against Mr. Leavitt late Saturday after- 
noon and the property of the company at 
the Grand was levied on. It seems that 
the detachment; were set for a hearing to- 
day. Unless the managemeg was able to 
give bond the show could not go on, the 
effects, such as costumes, trunks, scenery 
and other paraphernalia being guarded by 
a determined bailiff. 

It seems that Mr. DeG:ve came to the 
rescue of Manager Leavitt by signing the 
latter’s bond for the stuff attached. When 
that was done the costumes were released 
and by general consent the members of 
the company agreed to go on and give the 
performance Saturday night. When they 
arose yesterday morning and as the time 
for their departure for Athens rolled around 
the players began thinking over the mat- 
ter and aside from the two who had taken 
action in the courts Saturday nine agreea 
to quit on the spot. 

It is said that Manager Leavitt left fo: 
Athens with only about a dozen people and 
much anxiety was felt among the members 
of the company in Atlanta yesterday as to 
how he would be able to put on the show in 
Athens tonight. 

The striking members of the comrany 
left in Atlanta will separate and leave in 
parties today and tomorrow for the north. 
It seems that they have given up as a lest 
hope the possibility of getting their money, 
except those who have taken lezval pro- 
ceedings, and as one of them said last 
night, they will go back to New York and 
hustle for another job. 

It seems that the troubles of ihe “Spider 
and Fly’’ company began in Columbia, S. 
C., some time ago. At that place the m+m- 
bers of the company became aissati‘sfhed at 
not receiving their money promptly and a 
howl went up. The management pleaded 
poor business and by argument persuaded 
the players to take matters easy tur a 
while, that better business was 1 -sight, 
One member who revolted at Columbia at- 
tached Manager Leavitt's property ana won 
the case in court. She then quit tue ccm- 
pany and went back to New York. 

At Knoxville the company had more 
trouble. It seems that attacnments were 
sworn out in that city, and it was only 
With diihculty that Manager Leavitt ar- 
ranged matters in time to get out of town 
to meet other engagements. Atlanta was 
left to be the culminating point of the 
trouble. The matter reacned a stage where 
something had to be done and rather than 
£0 on without prospect of recovering what 
was dye them the eleven members left the 
company.

the company most grieved. They took out 
attachments against Mr. Leavitt's prop- 
erty Saturday and it is said that they will 
push the case to the end. ‘The attachments 
will probably be heard today. ‘The ladies 
were prominent members of the company. 
They wili remain in the city until the mat- 
ter 1s settleu in some manner. 

Stage Manager Hill of the company was 
the only man to quit yesterday. ‘he other 
ten of the eleven strikers are ladies, some 
of them principals and others ballet giris. 
Miss Belle ‘lravers, one of the leading 
principals of the show, was among those 
who struck for the want of pay. She re- 
turned to New York last night and will be 
followed by others today. 

Manager Leavitt has always paid his peo; 
ple promptly heretofore, so they say, and 
the majority of the strikers sympathize 
with him in his misfortune. His trouble 
is attributed to poor business and to no 
fault of his, The members of his company 
in Atlanta last night said that they bore 
no ill will against Mr. Leavitt and hoped 
that he would recover from his embarrass- 
ment. Among those who spoke in praise of 
the manager was Miss Travers. A member 
of the company requested Chief Connolly 
to telegraph to Athens and stop the use of 
certain costumes in the show tonight, but 
the chief had no authority in the matter, 
the case being one for the state civil courts,

Dr. Hawthorae Preaches to the National 
Congress of Farmers. 


EVERY SEAT WAS OCCUPIED 


He Says the Country Is the Fountain 
Source of National Prosperity. 
Must Redeem the Republic. 


Dr. Hawthorne preached to the national 


congress of farmers last night and every 
seat in the spacious auditorium of the First 
Baptist church was occupied long before 
the time for the service to begin. Many 
who were not able to procure seats were 
turned away. 

After the sermon there was a meeting of 
the delegates to the convention and by 
unanimous vote The Constitution was asked 
to publish the sermon. 

The sermon throughout was marked by 
the eloquence and strength of thought pe- 
culiar to Dr. Hawthorne and the silence 
that reigned during the pauses of his dis- 
course gave evidence of the deep attention 
that greeted the words of the speaker. 

Dr. Hawthorne pitched his discourse on 
high ground. He declared that all national 
prosperity rested upon the shoulders of the 
farmer and that love and self-sacrifice 
should be the dominating principle of his 


life. 
The following is,the sermon based on 


the fourth and fifth verses of the second , 


chapter of Phillipians: 
“Text, Phillipians fi-iv 5: 
every man on his own things, 


‘Look not 
but every 
Let this 


mind be in you wh.ch was also in Christ 
Jesus.’ 

“The First Baptist church of Atlanta 
welcomes to her temple of worship the 
Farmers’ National Congress. We extend to 
these leaders itn the most important in- 
dustry of the world our heart-felt sympathy 
and invoke upon them the guidance of in- 
finite wisdom in all their legitimate under- 
takings. Beneath this roof we would have 
them feel that they are in the house of 
their friends and as much at home.-as if 
they were in their own distant sanctuaries. 

“Agriculture is, and ever will be, the 
basis of all other material inotcrests To 
foster this industry is to »oefriend every 


. tion. 


other industry and to cripple it is to ime | 


pair every activity which contributes to the 
welfare of the people. The rice could pos- 
sibly live without manufa2tirers, cr mer- 


chants, or dentists, or pnysicians, or laws | 


yers, or even without pouniticians, but with- 
out the farmer it would -von beccme ex- 
tinct. The absolutely essential thing for 
every human being is bread, ard the pro- 


duction of that is the vocation of the far- ; 


mer. To legislate against him is to weaken 
the very foundation of every lawful and 
useful industry. 

Come from the Farms. 

‘“‘Nine-tenths ef the men who have risen 
to enviable distinction were born and reare- 
ed outside of the cities. The majority of 
them were born in farm houses and. had 
some actual experience in cuitivating the 
soil. Look tInto the catalogues of our 
American colleges and yvu will find that 
nine-tenths of the medalists and first honor 
graduates were from the country and coun- 
try villages. Without the new blood that 
is constantly coming in from the country in 
less than fifty years the cities would be in- 
tellectually impoverished. Without a con- 
Stant infusion of men and women from 
country churches religion in the cities 
would degenerate into the deadest formal- 
ism, Let agriculture flourish, country 
school houses multiply and country’ 
churches continue to be true to the faith 
and worship of our country fathers and 
mothers and our nation will be safe, pros- 
perous and happy. 

“In selecting a subject for this occasion 
I could think of none that would be more 
helpful to us than the one presented in the 
text—‘An unselfish and self-denying con- 
cern for the welfare of our fellow mun, the 
only solvent of our social problems.’ 

‘Society will never get rid of its discord 
and strifes and enter upon a career of 
abiding peace and prosperity until it is 
permeated by the spirit and controled by 
the principle expressed in this passage. As 
communities and nations drift away from 
the great law of benevolence which Christ 
taught and which was illustrated in all He 
said and did and suffered, their depravity 
increases and their social conflicts and 
calamities multiply. Any legislation that 
contravenes the law of Christ contained 
in His great Sermon on the Mount will be 
prolific of nothing but social evfi. 

The Propeling Power. 

“We speak the words of truth ang s30- 
bernets when we say that the power 
which propels the wheels of our present 
civilization is not love, but greed. In pvii- 
tics and commerce there is a premium 
on shrewdness and deception. Unswerving 
honesty and true Christian generosity are 
snecred at as virtues too sublimated and 
etherial to be practiced by creatures who 
wear earth about them, and who have to 
grapple with such prosaic questions as 
‘What shall I eat, what shall I drink, and 
where withal shall I be clothed” 

“A civilization that is based solely upon 
self-interest, and that magnifies and ra- 
wards men who succeed by their superior 
cunning, has no power within itself to 
secure justice. There is nothing that needs 
saving so much as a civilization that is 
guided by no great ethical principle, and 
that marches on without any regard for 
God and His righteousness. The ceuntry 
that boasts of such a civilizaticn is cn the 
high road t> anarchy, nihilism and buar- 
barism. 

“Civilization is not a cause, but an ef- 
fect. It is the product of human charac- 
ter. It expresses the good and evil in 
the hearts of the people who support it. 
Any government is just what the peopie 
make it. If a state or municipal govern- 
ment legalizes or tolerates such an iniquity 
as a bull fight, or a gambling house, or a 
barroom, or an indecent theatrical exhibi- 
tion, it is beeause the people are depraved 
enough to desire it. 
only state in the union that will allow 
two such ruffians as Corbett and Fitzsira- 
mons to invade :t and engage in a prize 
fight, it is because the governor and his 
suberdinates believe that the people of 
their state are mores degraded than the 
poo of any other section of our coun- 
ry. 

“The fountain of any civilization 
the character of the people. If the civiliza- 
tion is cerrupt, it is because corruption 
reigns in the hearts of the people. This 
being true, civilization ean be cleansed only 
by cleansing the people. 


Strong Moral Sentiment. 


“As long as the people have but little 
moral sensibility and a feeble apprecia- 
tion of the distinctions which God makes 
between right and wrong, there will be 
class legislation, despotic monopolies, po- 
litical rings, bribéry and@ ballot box stuff- 
ing. A righteous civilizatiun can be se- 
eured and maintained only ly a people 
who love and practice righteouSness. We 
are like those foolish Gallatians, whom 
Paul describes as ‘bewitched.’ We have 
been ‘bewitehed’ by false teachers. The 
politicians have made us believe that the 
eure for all of our social troubles is in 
better civil legislation. Each of them 
has his pet economic theory, and tells us 
that if we will help him to get it trans- 
muted into legisiation it will put an end 
to our social discords and disturbances. 
He may be sincere, but his theory is al- 
surd. Economie legislation deals only 
with things that are external to man’s be- 
ing. That does not touch the radical cause 
of our condition. We need something that 
will reach the hearts and transform the 
characters of our people. o 

“What, then, is our hope? How can so- 
ciety be redeemed? How can our civiliza- 
tion be transformed? How can the state 
be so reconstructed as to furnish uae 
protection to its subjects and to al) of 
their legitimate interests? Our answer 
to each of these questions is: ‘By sutb- 
stituting for the law of self-interest whica 
now dominates oe ee life the =e

“Ts it your purpose to be us: iul to your 
fellow men? Jf that is not your purpose, 
and your supreme purpose, you have no 
claim upon the respect of mankind. If you 
intend to be a disciple of Cain and repudi- 
ate all obligation to care for your brother 
man, you deserve to be treated as Cain 
was—branded as an outlaw. If you will 
not be your brother’s keeper and burden- 
bearer, you are his enemy. You will seize 
every opportunity to defraud, oppress and 
degrade him. The epirit that contruis you 
will make you a monopolist, or a gambler, 
or a bank robber, cr an anarchist, or a 
nihtiist. 

“But if your purpese is to be useful— 
useful not only to yourself and your fam- 
ily, but to the world—your life must be a 
sacrificial life. You tmnust look out Over 
the wide world and recognise every man 
in it as your neighbor, and feel your obli- 
gation to help him as far as God gives 
you the ability and opportunity. To sei've 
your day and gencration according to the 
will of God and make an enduring coh- 
tribution to the welfare of the race, you 
must make an obligation of your posses- 
sions and of yourself. 

“When men in all vocations who ciaim 
to be Christians heartily accept this doc- 
trine and conform their lives to it, we 
shall see Christianity grow as it has never 
grown, We shall see society quickly 
cleansed of its present pollutions. We shall 
see the state purged of all injustice and 
favoritism. We shall see strifes between 
labor and capital cease, and throughout 
all our borders a reign of righteousness, 
ccrtentment and prosperity. 

“To redeem society—to remove it from 
its present basis of selfishness and plant it 
on the foundation of the golden rule of the 
gospel will require heroic courage, great 
sacrifices and martyr-like entlurance on 
the part of men in every calling. In put- 
ting your business on the basis of the 
golden rule you would probablv suffer 
great losses fora time. You could scarce- 
ly compete with men of selfish and fraud- 
ulent methocs. Bankruptcy might over- 
take you. But in making the sacrifice you 
would have the fellowship of Christ. You 
would manifest His spirit, magnify fiis 
truth and grace, and extend the cunquests 
of His kingdom. This would competsaie 
you a thousand times for your waiterial 


losses. 
A Word to the Congress. 


“IT am contident that amvgug the men 
who till the soil of this country there is 
more incorrvptible integrity than can be 
found in any other element of eur pupula- 
For more than two-thirds of a cen- 
tury agriculturalists dominated the govern- 
ment and social life of this nation. It is 
now dominated by monopolists, money 
lenders and speculators. We need not to 
be told that the change has been prolific 
of anything but gvod, either to the mate- 
rial or moral interests of the masses of 
our pecple.

LOVE AND SELF-SACRIFICE. 


Dr. McDonald Preaches an Able Ser- 
mon on These Virtues. 

The beautiful house of the Second Bap- 
tist chureh was filled with an appreciative 
congregation yesterday. Many strangers, 
in addition to the large membership of the 
church, were present. 

Dr. ‘McDonald preached with his usyal 
force and earnestness at ll a. m. and 7:30 
p. m. The subject of the morning sermon 
was ‘‘Lessons from the Cross,’’ The ser- 
mon was one of spiritual force and gospel 
power. 

Christ,” said the speaker, “is a revela- 
tion not simply from God, the Father, but 
in Himself is the revelation of God—God 
manifest in the fiesh; that is, in human na- 
ture. But He also is a revelation uf God's 
purpose and mercy in saving mén. He is 
not only the way; He is the only way. His 
life, beautiful and sinless, was crowned by 
His death, as the lamb of God, ,bearing the 
sins of His people. All we, like sheep, have 
gone astray, but the Lord hath laid on Him 
the iniquity of us all, 

“What -are the lessons underlying this 
blessed—this great, ideal life? We are to 
walk even as He walked, 

‘1. Self-sacrifice, which is far more than 
self-denial. This may be nothing but an- 
other form of selfishness, but seif-sacrifice 
is the highest devotion, hence so often is 
the statement made, ‘He gave himseif.’ So 
our lives must be for others. This noblest 
life can never bé but as it involves service 
and sacfPifice for others. 

“2. Love. This is the inspiration of life, 
giving patience, persistency and help. But 
this is generally bestowed upon those that 
are akin to us or in some way allied to us 
by similarity of sentiment or condition. 
But thefeort of Christ's self-sacrifice was 
love for the lost. He came to seek and 
save the lost. This lifts up the great mys- 
tery of God to us in .His love for aliens 
and enemies. How unlike the fullness of 
His love is our poor love. 

“8. Self-sacrifice is the foundation for all 
success. He shall see the travail of his 
soul and be satisfied. Every cause that is 
worth anything for the world has been 
baptized in the blood of suffering.” 


DR. HOPKINS AT TRINITY. 


He Preached an Able Sermon trom 
Romans Yesterday. 


Dr. I. S. Hopkins discoursed in his usual 
able manner on Romans i, 14-15: “I am 
debtor both to .the Greeks and the bar- 
barians; both to the wise and the unwise, 
So as much as in me is I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you that are at Rome 
also.”’ 

He said in brief: 

‘Paul is ‘here striking a blow at the spirit 
of national and religious exclusiveness 
which so largely prevailad in his time. The 
figure used is that or debt. feruaps iio 
man in the large audience before me can 
say: ‘I am free from debt.’ This also holds 
guvod as to social and moral indebtedness. 
Debt has a good and a bad siue. Abolish 
debt and you destroy the commerce of tae 
world. 

“Paul owed but. little to the Greeks. In 
his writings we find nene of the style or 
art of a Grecian. He owed comparatively 
little to the Romans. Certainly he owed 
nething to the barbarians. Why then is 
he ‘debtor’ to these? ‘tne explanation is 
found in the fact that he accepted the 
broadest principle of life and indebtedness. 

‘The épirit of exclusion 
common to all men. This 
evidenced by their coming together 
guilds, associations, etc., and is not to be 
condemned, 

‘There are two measures of our indebted- 
ness to our fellow men. 1. The amount 
and quality of our possessions. 2. The ex- 
tert of their needs. The strong are in- 
debted to the weak in proportion to their 
strength. The father acknowledges this 
indebtedness when he provides for the 
wants of his children, and when he is old 
and helpless thé children in turn carry out 
the same principle by caring for him. 

“The question as to ei? we are debtors 
to our fellow men is easily answered. We 
are brethren of a common Father. Again, 
what have we that we have not received? 
One may accutculate money; another, just 
as provident, just as wise, goes to the 
wall. God permits the one to prosper, the 
other to fail. Jesus died for all men 
and so St. Paul, because the love of Christ 
‘constrained’ him, felt that he was debtor 
to men of every nation and tongue. Oh, 
that we might rise to the heicht of this 
conception of the relations which we gus- 
tain to our fellow men.”’

Fambles, will file in the superior court at 
Jefferscnville a motion for a new trial 
for their clients. It is not Known 
when Judge Smith will hear the metion, 
but whatever action {is taken will have 
to be done quickly because Mrs. Nobles 
and Fambles have been appointed to be 
executed on next Friday. If the motion 
for a new trial is not heard, and Judge 
Smith should refuse to grant a superscdeas, 
the supreme court may be asked to man- 
damus him and enforce a supersedecs, 
or an appeal may be made to the governor 
for another respite until the supreine 
court can finally pass on the case.

A SUNDAY TRAGEDY. 


A Negro Shoots and Fatally Wounds 
Another at East Point. 


NO ARREST HAS BEEN MADE 


The Difficulty Occurred at the Home of 
the Wounded Negro and It Is 
Said Without Provocation. 


Allen Smith, a notorious negro of East 
Point, fired a pistol ball through the breast 
of William Lyons, another negro, yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

The shooting was without provocation 
and has created intense excitement among 
the negroes of the little village. Lyons 
had the reputation of being a sober, quiet, 
industrious negro and had many friends 
among the citizens of East Point. He is 
now in a most critical condition and can- 
not. possibly live. 

Immediately after the fatal shot was 
fired, Smith walked to the door of the 
house in which he was when the tragedy 
was committed, looked back at the writh- 
ing form of the wounded man and then 
made his escape into the woods. During 
the excitement that followed the shooting 
the assassin was forgotten and he was 
allowed to walk away without being de- 
tained. 

The shooting occurred in the home of 
Lyons, near the fertilizer factory on the 
Central railroad, just below East Point. 
Yesterday afternoon just -.after dinner 
Smith went to the house that was occu- 
pied by the man Lyons. In the room were 
several others at the time, and ali joined 
in making fun and sport of Smith. Smith 
did not seem to have been offended, and 
the occupants of the house thought he 
was taking the pleasantry in a johing way. 
The crowd became more boisterous and 
several angry words were spoken Dy 
Smith. Finally, without a word of notice, 
the negroes were startled to hear a pistol 
shot and see Lyons fall backwards upon 
the floor. No one could be found who saw 
the shooting and it was not certain that 
the shot wes fired witea murderous intent. 

As soon as Lyons was shot, Smith said 
he had accidentally fired the shot and 
did not mean to kill the man. He appeared 
to be very much excited and was nervous 
and talked incoherently after he made his 
first statement. The negroes were gregtly 
excited and screamed and shouted for po- 
lice officers. For a few minutes Smith 
stood looking upon the bleeding body of 
his host, then turned and fied into the 
woods. Lyons was found to be in a critical 
condition and was dangerously wounded 
in the breast. The ball entered the right 
breast and penetrated the lung, particles 
of which protruded through, the wound 
bleeding both internally and externally, 
and Lyons was unable to speak: 

The account of the killing as stated 
above was obtained from a negro named 
Calloway. who said he was an eye-witness 
to the tragedy. There are others, how- 
ever, who believe the killing was the re- 
sult of a game of cards, and put no be- 
lief in the story furnished by the negro. 

For several months, and, in fact, for 
many years, there has been a great deal 
of gambling among the negroes in the 
woods near the fertilizer factories about 
Kast Point, and many believe the shot 
that pierced the lung of Lyons was de- 
liberately aimed by Smith and was the 
result of a quarrel over a game of cards. 
Those who were in the house at the time 
they claimed the shooting to have occur- 
red had but little to say and nearly all 
of them denied being present. None would 
say whether the shot Was fired purposely 
or accidentally. 

Lyons is dangerously wounded and there 
is but little possibility of his recovering. 
Smith is known as a desperate negro and 
will give the officers a°’hard chase before 
his capture is effected. He is still at large 
and no one Knows the direction taken after 
entering the woods near the house at 
which the shooting was done. 


BURGLAR JAILED. 


Elias Williams Sent to Jail for Bur- 
glary. 


Elias Williams, colored, one of the most 
desperate burglars in the city, was captur- 
ed by Officers Wilson and Dobbins Satur- 
day and taken before a justice of the 
peace, He was remar.ded to jail in de- 
fault of bond to await trial on several 
charges against him. The officers have 
convincing evidence against the negro. 


HIS SALARY NAMED. 


Governor Atkinson Names a Salary 
for His Military Secretary.

SHOT BY A FRIEND. 


Ben Harrison, of Monroe, Dangerously 
Wounds His Neighbor. 


BOTH WERE GOOD CITIZENS 


The Difficulty Occurred at a Dance at 
a Neighbor’s House Late Satur- 
day \Night—He Will Pie. 


Charles Darbey, a well-to-do farmer who 
lives near Monroe, was fatally shot late 
Saturday night by Ben Harrison, a tenant. 

The shooting occurred at a house in the 
neighborhood in which both the men lived 
and caused intense excitement. The two 
men had prior to the shooting been the best 
of friends, and on the most intimate terms. 
Saturday night Harrison and Darbey left 
their homes early and started out on an 
‘opossum hunt. The hunt was not success- 
ful and they began the return home about 


midnight. 

At the house of a neighbor a dance was 
in progress, and here the two men stopped 
and entered the house. Darbey was drink- 
ing at the time and was in a bad humor. 
Harrison was said to have been perfectly 
sober and was endeavoreing to quiet Dar- 
bey. For a time Harrison was successful, 
but later in the night Darbey began drink- 
ing again and was very boisterous. Harri- 
son endeavored to quiet his friend but fail- 
ed completely. There followed a bitter quar- 
rel, when Harrisoi was accused of hiding 
the whisky bottle. Darby said that 
Harrison had stolen it and be- 
came very much excited. It is probable 
that Harrison did hide the bottle in order 
to make Darbey stop drinking. 

After several words were passed between 
the two, Harrison drew his gun and fired a 
pall into the brain of his neighbor. Darbey 
fell to the floor mortally wounded. From 
his head the brains slowly oozed and the 
blood flowed freely. Darbey was carried to 
his home a short distance from the house 
at which the tragedy occurred and medical 
aid was summoned, He was unconscious 
and was not able to give an account of the 
shooting. 

Though the room was crowded at the 
time the shot was fired it seems that none 
were paying any attention to the men as 
they had been quarreling for some time. 
All thought it was only a misunderstand- 
ing of a slight nature and hud no idea that 
anything serious was brewing. The shoot- 
ing caused wild confusion in the room and 
a stampede followed. After the shot was 
fired Harrison walked from the room and it 
is not known whether he was captured or 
not. 

Darbey was quite a prominent planter in 
that section and had many friends among 
the best people. He was known to occa- 


sionally get into difficulties when he was. 


drinking, but he did not bear a bad repu- 
tation and was considered a quiet man un- 
der ordinary circumstances.

Daughters and Sons is one of the largest 
ard most important of the religious or- 
genizations of the day, having a mem- 
bership of about 350,000. lts members are 
in every state and territory in this goun- 
try and in every other country in the 
world. In many foreign countries national 
Organizations have been formed. The ex- 
tent of th: work is shown by the fact 
that more than 35,000 ietters were received 
at the international headquarters in New 
York last year. Thers 1s a strong branch 
of the order in Canada, of which Lady 
Aberdeen is a member. The order is ab- 
eolutely interdenominational and is work- 
ing in every branch of the church of 
God. Jt wcrks in small groups, or circles, 
in chapters and in county and state or- 
ganizations and includes as well muany 
thousands of independent members who 
belong to the order at large and are not 
connected with any local body. The or- 
der is established in a multitude of schools 
and colleges. It has entered upon 1,000 
different lines of religious and philanthrup- 
ic work. 

It is a mistake to think the organiza- 
tion is composed solely of the young cr of 
girls and women. Many promincnut men 
wear the cross that signifies membership. 
The oldest member is 102 years old, the 
youngest a baby of a few days. | 
Mrs. Mary Lowe Dickinson is the general 
secretary of the order and the editor of 
its magazine, ‘‘The Silver Cross,” and 
Mrs. Isabella Charles Davis its correspond- 
ing secretary and business manager. These 
ladies were among the group of ten women 
who founded the order in 1886. Mrs. Mar- 
garet Bottome, of New York, is its presi- 
dent. 

The order has its headquarters in New 
York city. The general work is in charge 
of the central council. The officers of the 
central council are the officers of the or- 
der. Ten members are recommended as a 
good working force; but a circle may con- 
tain more or less than ten members. {ndi- 
viduals may be independent members of 
the order and join no circle.

Echoes from the National Council. 

The paper of Mrs, Rachel Fuster Avery 
cn the subject of “‘The Relation of the 
Home to Woman's Work in  Organiza- 
tions’ touched upon a highly interesting 
Subject. It was impossible to present it 
in full in Sunday’s Constitution, but the 
following extracts will be read with in- 
terest: 

I notice one thing more, that the new 
combination machine in its application to 
Mechanics, operates equally weil upon the 
machinery of the largest engine and the 
tinyest watch. The same iuaing is true of 
the. new spiritual and intellectual agency, 
that combining both the masculine and the 
feminine forces meets fhe need of the 
emallest want of every individual little 
child, and reaches out to grasp the great- 
est problems that come within the province 
of the greatest councils, eitheryof women or 
of men. And when we say that in the na- 
tional council of women ofthe United 
States we have the best embodiment of the 
influence of feminine forces thet the world 
has yet seen, we are not claiming for it 


that which its history will not warrant or 


_ its achievements justify. 
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altogether in its history, though if we turn 
the pages backward we find a record that 
is good to read. ; 

We who followed in our youth the Bi- 
ble record of the forty years during which 
an enslaved nation, wandering in the wil- 
derness seeking for a promised land, are 
reminded of how an ideal of a 
larger life and truer freedom was iigiited 
in the heart of one woman and kept glow- 
ing until it reached a multitude who cared 
only for the flesh pots of Egypt or the 
in which, 
however petted and indulged, they were 
but captive guests. 

A little company of women who went out 
were followed by everything but blessings. 
The banners that waved over them bore 
every watchword but that of love. They 
went the wil'derness ways, no God speed 
following after. They were like the chil- 
dren of Israel, except that they got very 
little manna and they never had wealth 
enough (even if they had desired to wor- 
ship one) to make a golden calf, and yet 
at the end of forty years they had made 
progress and here and there a prophet 
among them had the open vision of a 
premised land. And though the way had 
laid by a wilderness of wrongs, by high- 
ways and byways beset with dangers 
through thorns and briars of opposition, 
through deserts of prejudice and by dark 
paths where, instead of the songs of the 
night birds, they heard the squalls of the 
jackals of contempt, though before them 
no red waves parted, though behind them 
went down neither charriots nor horsemen. 
Yet, in spite of every obstacle the army had 
moved on and in their wake sometimes 
a wrong was righted, sometimes a new and 
better law took the place of the old, some- 
times women came to where they owned 
their wages and their children and even 
dreamed of owning themselves. ° 

And still the march went on, and now 
and then new recrtiits joined them; here 
and there the wail of weakness changed 
to a song of hepe: now and then on a 
height flashed out the beacon Lght of 
victory. And so they came to a birthday 
of jubilee, and to that day they brought 
the love of freedom and of truth, and of 
hope for humanity, out of which that in- 
spiration which has been ca'tled the coun- 
the. height 


cil idea was born. For, from 
which they had gained and from which 
they had their vision of the promised 


land, they saw coming-.from the shores of 
the east and from the mountains of the 
west, down from the northlands and up 
from the south, army after aimy of wo- 
men, each marching under its own banner, 


some hastening eagerly forward, some 
creeping slowly upward out of the dark 
of the morning twilight, some filling the 


shadows with the music of their march; 
but all with the faces set toward the morn- 
ing and all reaching out for the tight of 
a new and radiant day, the way through 
which these pioneers who had trod the 
wilderness for forty years, had shown. 
And so it was that that one organiza- 
tion, that included in its great central 
idea of freedom for body, mind and soul 
of woman, all the other ideas that were 
blazened on the banners of the converging 
armies of women, called a halt 
years’ march and waited 


after its forty 


for the forces to come in. And when ihey 


in that first council they 
represented fifty-three national societies, 
each one of which represented in itseif 
some one great thought or hope or inspir- 
for the race, which maked it as a 
factcry of the whole. Fifty-three national 
societies made utterance in over one hun- 
dred voices, and through these voices, as 
some one has said in speaking of that first 
convention, ‘“‘The mighty chorus of har- 
monious purpose sounded through the civ- 
ilized world.” Through those voices the 
womanhood of the world expressed its 
thought and hope that the world’s educa- 
tion, its philanthropy, its temperance, its 
industries, its professions, its legal condi- 
tions, its political conditions, its moval 
education, and, last but not least, for the 
organization of all and the union of all, 
as the truest method for etrengthening 
and developing every one. 

In an address concerning the National 
Council of Women, issued seven years 32g0, 
the writer says: ‘Never before did the 
nation’s womanhood by a single demonstra- 
tion so impress its thought, its sympathy 
and its purpose upon the public mind. it 
was,”’ so the writer adds, ‘“‘the harvest of 
forty years spent in seed sowing.” 

If not the entrance to the promised land 
after the forty years of wilderness It was 
the gathering of the hopes of the free, 
or at least of those who longed for free- 
dom from the intangible bondage of ig- 
norance, of poverty, of intemperance, of 
idleness, of degradation and every form 
and phase of misery and sin. 

All around that central society the my- 
riad camp fires blazed. The many became 
a muttitude. No two societies wielded the 
same weapons, chose the same methods of 
warfare, marched to the same music, but 
by whatever devious ways they traveled 
they journeyed toward the same fair coun- 
try and over them all was “the pillar of 
cloud by day and the pillar of fire by 
night.’’ 

After such a coming together as that 
first national council meant that they 
should cling together and begin to recog- 
nize that while the ways they are many 
and the end it is one, it was the natural 
outcome and result of conference and con- 
tact. Their eyes were on the same goal; 
at their inmost hearts throbbed the same 
purpose, which expressed itself when they 
clasped hands and made of themselves a 
national council; this heart-beat found ut- 
terance in this clause of the constitution: 
“We, women of the United States, sincerely 
believing that the best good of our homes 
and the nation’’—there you have it, the 
keynote of all this pulsing woman Iife; 
first, ‘‘the best good of our homes;”’ second, 
“the best good of the nation’’—two chords 


were gathered 


that from that day to this have never 
ceased to vibrate; two chords that run 
from heart to heart, unsevered = by 


difference of race or religion or condition. 
Strike them where you will, the answering 
chords ring true. It was the best good of 
our homes, the best good of the nation 
that brought them to feel the value of 
unity of thought. I have oftened wondcred 
why they placed that first, because it is 
the last thing that comes. Unity of sym- 
pathy, that is much more easily aroused; 
unity of purpose, that, too, may be ¢x- 
pected when the best good of the home 
and nation is considered; but unity of 
thought, that is a result, rather than a 
forerunner of the other two. And thev 
then said that an organized movement 
will best conserve, what? Again the ‘“high- 
est good of the family,’’ and as an out- 
growth of that, “the highest good of the 
state.”’ And, therefore, for the best good 
of the home, and of the nation, for the 
highest good of the family and of the 
state, they banded themselves together in 
a federation of, not lookers-on, not dream- 
ers, not followers merely of some leader 
who demanded, as too many of our lead- 
ers do, nothing except that they shall be 
foviowed, but a federation of workers: 
committed to what? Committed to the 
overthrow of all forms of ignorance and 
injustice. 

Were they not needed for this every corps 
of that great army gathered and waiting 
within sight of the hills of the promised 
land? Would it not take them all? The 
societies for protection of infancy, even at 
that time when the law of heredity is 
beering upon the little hidden life: in the 
society that trans childhood and protects 
it from the evil that lies in wait for it 
beside our cradles and €ven at the thres- 
holds of our homes; the societies that 
cultivate and frame the religious sentiments 
and sympathies; the societies that would 
solve the labor problems and al! economic 
questions by which the misery of life is 
reduced to a minimum and its comfort and 
well being enlarged; the educational socie- 
ties that train to the highest use the hand 
and the eye and teh brain and the silent 
sentient soul—should any organization be 
left out of a federation like this? Is there 
any that can afford to lose the strength 
that comes from all other links in that 
mighty chain, that is going to draw the 


| world up out of every form of ignorantée 


and injustice? This declaration of prin- 
ciples summons the womanhood of the 


feeble effort not even to profound thinking, 
not to dreaming, and above all things not 
to the talking about them, but to the over- 
throw of every form of ignorance and in- 
justice, and furthermore, through the ap- 
plication of the golden rule to society. 
is shown by the following synopsis: 

‘The burden of proof devolves always up- 
on the person who advances a new theory 
or advocates a new idea. In saying that 
both the home and the organized work 
of women outside the home would be great- 
ly benefited by a closer relationship be- 
tween them, I Know that I shall arouse 
the unbelief and may I say, the prejudice, of 
those who are not yet reconciled to wo- 
man’s work outside the home circle consid- 
ered in its most limited sense, and even 
of those who, to a certain extent, are hos- 
pitable to the idea of having women take 
a share of the world's work, but as yet 
fail to reconcile that with her home du- 
ties and responsibilities. 

“I wish those who are entirely unfriendly 
to the thought of uniting public and pri- 
vate duties for women, to listen carefully 
to that beautiful description in’ Proverbs, 
the work of that ideal woman whose ‘hus- 
band praiseth her and whose children arise 
up and call her blessed.’ 

“It is very evident that she.managed her 
household on lines of careful economy and 
farseeing wisdom, and that no one was 
afraid of the changes of the seasons or of 
the coming of cold weather ‘for all her 
household are clothed with scarlet.’ It is 
shown clearly that she is a woman of bus- 
iness for ‘she considereth a field and buyeth 
it: with the fruit of her hands she planteth 
a vineyard,’ and again, ‘She maketh fine 
linen and selleth it; she delivereth girdles 
unto the merchant.’ 

“She was to some extent a student, for 
‘she openeth her mouth with wisdom’; and, 
‘strength and honor are her clothing’ which 
could scarcely have been said of an ignor- 
ant woman. 

“She felt not only the needs of her near- 
est and dearest; her sympathies were 
broad and reached out to touch the world’s 
needy ones; ‘she stretched out her hand to 
the poor; yet, she reacheth forth her hands 
to the needy.’ 

“And the inspired writer was evidently 
not one who thougnt that the ‘best woman 
is the one of whom least is said, for he 
closes with the exhortation to ‘give her of 
the fruit of her hands; let her own works 
praise her in the gates,’ meaning the pub- 
lic places of. the city.’’ 

The speaker then told incidentally of her 
own knowledge of the homes and home 
life of the greatest leaders among women 
in organization, among others, Frances E. 
Willard, whose mother was given a place 
of beautiful pre-eminence in Rest Cottage 
for so many years, and Susan B. Anthony's 
home in Rocbester, New York, which is 
the synonym for gracious hospitality, and 
where “Aunt Susan” and ‘‘Aunt Mary,” her 
sister, have mothered a whole generation of 
nieces. 

She plead for the broadening influence 
upon the home life which would come from 
the wife and mother being in touch with 
the world’s great movements and bringing 
into their children’s lives the knowledge 
of great doings and nobly-lived lives in 
the living present, which would be an in- 
spiration to these young lives which are 
two often devoid of all but narrowing in- 
fluences and filled only with the thought 
that “home” is a narrow little world made 
only for themselves, in which they are to 
be ministered to, instead of the nobler and 
more uplifting idea that ‘“‘home’’ is or ought 
to be in a small reflection and reproduction 
of the world and the best that is in it—a 
place where they shall learn to minister as 
well as to be ministered unto, and a beauti- 
ful school where, under the most gentie 
and loving influences, they shall be prepar- 
ed for the struggle with the world which 
comes to all of us in one form or another, 
and which is our chance for the develop- 
ment of character. 

In closing Mrs. Avery read from the last 
of Olive Schreiner’s ‘Three Dreams in 4 
Desert,’’ the vision of the ideal which can 
be here and may be for us all. 

Two Brilliant Women. 

The two women who represented the 
Hebrew religion at the session of the na- 
tional council, Miss American and Miss 


Block, are brilliant and able young women .- 


who made the pleasantest of impressions 
with all who heard them. * 

Miss Sadie American, the corresponding 
secretary of the national council of Jewish 
women, has beén in active work only since 


the world’s fair, when her interest in the 


congresses there held drew her from the 
quiet of her home. She graduated: from the 
nigh school at sixteen years of age and has 
always interested herself in the advanced 
thought of the day on all topics, but es- 
pecially in religion and philanthropy. She 
was one of the speakers at the first con- 
gress of liberal religion, held in Chicago in 
May, 1894. She is much interested in col- 
lege and social betterments and all forward 
movemenis and in preventive philanthropy. 
As a speaker most of her thinking is done 
on her feet. She was secretary of ‘the 
Jewish woman’s religious congress of Sep- 
tember, 1893; was one of the projectors and 
organizers of the national council of Jew- 
ish women and its corresponding secreta- 
ry. While most of her active work is done 
in this society, it does not prevent her do- 
ing her share in other organizations. She 
has an insuperable objection toward all 
newspaper notices of private life and to 
photographs and is anxious to keep her 
private and public career entirely separate, 
feeling that the former is her affair and no 
ones else, 

Miss Clara Block is president of the Cin- 
cinnati section of the national council of 
Jewish women. She is a woman of excep- 
tional charm of person and manner, with 
a sweet voice, fine presence and delivery. 
Brilliant in all she attemps, whether in 
conversation or writing, she has an origi- 
nality and individuality of expression that 
holds the attention and is most interesting. 
A graduate of the University of Cincinnati, 
president of one of its alumnal societies 
and an active and effective worker in chari- 
ty, nothing of value in literature or modern 
thought escapes her. Her best energies are 
devoted to the work of her section. With 
her talents she may be looked upon as one 
of the coming orators among the younger 
women and.one who will honor whatever 
place she occupies. 

Miss Block’s address on Friday was on 
the subject of ‘“‘The Messianic Idea Among 
the Hebrews,’’ and in the course of her 
remarks she said: ; 


Miss Clara Block. 

“In the rough marble lies an angel form. 
Out of the real emerges the ideal. Out of 
the present Isaiah looked with eyes intent 
upon the future; looked down all the ave- 
nues cf life, down roads hot and dusty, 
down others not often pleasant with tem- 
pered sunshine or with grateful shade: 
and he saw they had a common zoal—‘the 
green fields’ and ‘still waters.’ The green 
fields and still waters, by whose side men 
shall beat their swords into vlowshares 


and their spears into pruning knives. Then 


nation shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, and they shall not learn any more 
war. For the earth shall be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters covér 
the sea. And this shal! be the world’s 
Golden Age, the age when justice, love and 
mercy shall prevail. And to illystrate this 
abstract future, in terms of the concrete 
past, Isaiah sketched in the memory of 
David's happy reign, David the type of 
the just, the true, the triumphant mon- 
arch. As a consequence Isaiah’s prophesy 
received a two-fold interpretation; in Is- 
rael’s time of prosperity, this prophesy 
embraced the world, but under the pressure 
of adversity the Jews saw in it the promise 
of their own temporal salvation only. And 
so it was when exiled Israel sat weeping 
by the waters cf Babylon. Then the hope 
was special and was fixed upon the coming 
of a leader strong to command, brave to 
fight and win, swift to bring Israel home, 
a political leader, who, like David, wouid 
sit upon the throne dispénsing justice. 
teaching the truths of religion to all men: 
a hero in the fight for political freedom, 
a Jewish Garibaldi, a Palestine George 


“Washington. Their king, their -tessiah, 
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derived from the Hebrew ‘mashach,’ mean- 
ing literally ‘anointed,’ as were all priests, 
as were David and Saul and Israé!’s later 
kings. Their anointed one should brezk 


the foreign yoke from off Israel's shoul- 7 


ders, not carry upon his own that burden 
of the world’s sin, for the idea of vica- 
rious atonement is absolutely foreign to 
Hebrew thought, as is the doctrine of 
original sin and that of the fall of man. 

“The Jews returned from their exile with 
the messianic hope unfulfilled; but the hope 
lived on, sometimes bright in color, dim- 
mer again, but the idea remained essential- 
ly the same—in prosperity the hope of a 
messianiq time: forgotten in troublous 
times in the hope of a personal messiah. 
And under Syria's rule he was ardently 
longed for. But the fierce Maccabeean war 
for independence was followed by freedom 
and peace, a peace so biessed after: the 
long unrest and strife that the hppe for a 
messiah, a political leader sprung from the 
house of David, took a. secondary place 
in their wishes, and the hope for @ mes- 
sianic time assumed the primary place in 
their formulated prayers and grew to be a 
doctrinal part of our religion. Yet a little 
span of time, and Rome’s greed of con- 
quest fixed Judea’s destiny and once more 
arose a passionate prayer for a messiah, 
And Rome drew nearer and her legions 
loomed up ominously before Judea’s de- 
spairing eyes. And she sent up @ cry of 
wild appeal—a call to the divine messenger 
to hasten, to come speedily and establish 
his kingdom of heaven on earth. And 
when Jesus of Nazareth answered that 
call, as others had done before him, there 
were those who believed the deliverer had 
come. His following was small and he 
passed away. But under the magic touch 
of Paul’s genius, there sprung up amid 
the tottering temples of the heathen gods 
Christianity’s stately edifice, standing firm 
on the ¢cernal foundation of Hebrew 
thought. The secret of Paul’s genius was 
compromise. If at this time Judaism had 
stood at the crooss-roads and had gathered 
to herself all that were wandering away 
from paganism, which was not feeding 
their souls, and from Greek pMlosophy, 
which brought no comfort, she might have 
gathered about her knees the children of 
the world. But she has always been too 
proud to seek, and when. she has been 
sought, her stern words were, ‘If you 
would come to me it must be all in all or 
not at all.’ There could be no compromise. 

‘Soon another messiah arose and his 
fate was that of Jesus of Nazareth. 1s- 
rael’s misery grew apace. No deliverer 
came the people arose in arms, a short 
struggle and Titus and the Roman legions 
finished forever Israel's history as a nation. 


Hailed as a Messiah. 

“Sixty years went by and there was 
once more a last bright flash of the flame 
before the light went out, when Barkockba, 
purest patriot and hero, aglow with love 
for his people, met Rome’s ablest generals 
in the field and never left it unless as vic- 
tor. He was hailed by many as a messiah, 
by the great Rabbi Akiba among oth- 
ers, but his struggle proved vain. 

“And with him almost ceased the hope 
that through a messiah Judea’s national 
independence would be restored. The op- 
pressions of the middle ages served to 
revive the hope, and in proportion as per- 
secution was severe so strong was the 
hope. At every passover feast the Jews 
offered up the prayer that the next year 
might again find them in Jerusalem. But 
with the growth of religious liberty, with 
the granting of citizenship and equal rights 
to Jews, the wish to return to Palestine 
died away. It has been said that ideas, 
like men, are mortal, and so the idea of 
the coming of a personal messiah has 
spent its life and perished. but the hope 
of a messianic time lives; it is immortal. 

“Today we watch for no messiah to mar- 
shal his hosts to lead us back to Pale- 
stine. We love each star and stripe of 
‘old glory,’ and for us Columbia is the 
happy land. Through all the world liberty 
is nurse.to patriotism: let her cradle song 
be ‘Marseillaise,’ or ‘Wacht am Rhein,’ or 
what it will. 


“And yet, though scattered among 
the peoples of six continents, though 
we are no longer a nation, we= still 


hold dear the ancient hope of our people. 
Ever and anon we strain our eyes through 
the blackness of midnight and the dark- 
ness preceding the dawn for the earliest 
light of the sun that shall rise on the 
golden age. Unlike ‘Greece, with her 
mournful backward glance; not like Rome, 
with sad eyes fixed on a dissolving view 
of aer happy days, ‘when truth and right 
prevailed, thougn not enforced by law,’ 
but forward, onward, to the future Israel 
looks for days of which his most glorious 
past was but a merest foretaste. We are 
indeed, looking for a messianic time, and 
when we see men, in the name of charity 
and love, grant freely what now cold jus- 
tice cannot even wrench from out of close 
clenched hands we shall know that the 
day of days has come. 
other sign. And not in idleness do we 
sit and wait its coming, but with hurry- 
ing feet and deeds of kindness and of love 
we go to meet it. 

‘In the meantime, in demonstrating our 
reverence for God, the father, and our 
love for man, the brother, we have never 
found it necessary to employ the thumb- 
screw, the rack, the fagot, the sword, or 
the ax to assist in the object lesson. That 
method is known among geometricians, 
from Euclid up, as the reductio ad ab- 
surdum. The Jews do not employ it. 

“The church of Christ, divided in much 
else, and many times subdivided, joined 
hearts and hands, at least, in the persecu- 
tion of the race from which their Master 
sprung. How strangely inconsistent! And 
yet again, how more than inconsistent! To 
those Christians of devout faith, to .those 
for whom the Bible means holy inspira- 
tion, word for word: to those it must ap- 
pear that Israel is the chosen people. Ac- 
cepting this, they must believe with us, 
that the Jews are God’s own care, and the 
holy instrument for the distribution of 
His work. Believing this, have they no 
fear that we will in time to come abun- 
dantly repay the abuse they have neaped 
upon us? Have they no fear? W hence 
springs their sense of security? Does it 
arise from a conviction that we—the Jews— 
possess what they so loudly profess to 
have, yet often so conspicuously lack—the 
spirit, which they call Christian? Unwit- 
tingly, most unwittingly, they are paying 
us that tribute. A just tribute I truly 
hope, and most fully believe. The privi- 
lege of retaliation, if privilege it be, we 
do not seek: we do not claim. ‘For ven- 
geance is mine, saith the Lord, I will re- 
pay.’ 

“O tove, O justice, how burningly preach- 
ed, yet practiced how indifferently! Love 
written upon pages, painted upon canvas, 
preached from pulpits to poetic minds but 
irresponsive hearts, love finding expres- 


sion in all things save deeds. How it 
taxes our patience! <A dead letter, a life- 
less portrait, a mocking voice! Where is 


the living reality? 

“The lonely wayfarer is sick: we bathe 
his temples and give him refreshments. 
Warm hearts we bring and willing hands, 
and a charity that is broad. It knows 
no creed. No preliminary cross-examina- 
tions; no attempts at ‘classifying, tagging 
and pigeon-holing’ him as Catholic, Luther- 
an, Mohammedan or—godless. Nay, we 
do not say, ‘I give to him of the faith only: 
to him who loves Jehovah, our Lord and 
God, with all his heart and soul and 
strength and mind.’ For faith, we know, 
is a law unto itself; submits to no control 
and cannot be compelied. Unbelief is 
not a sin: belief not necessarily a virtue. 
Faith sas a blessing; the want of it most 
unfortunate. -A man’s spiritual insight is 
given him; he is not the conscious maker 
of it. What he sees, he sees, and the stabs 
of an hundred blades will not the less 
convince him that he does not see what 
he sees not. My neighbor says the sunset 
is red. Not so, say I, there is only a faint- 
est flush in that gilded sky. Is it necessary 
then that we fall a quarreling? Who knows 
whether either one of us has seen aright? 
Shall I° buffet and beat my neighbor be- 
cause, forsooth, his eyes refuse to see

his right hand somewhat remote?

And should our neighbor’s faith tran- 
scend the bounds of reason? and if we 
marvel that hig intelligence is satisfied with 
a thing so i:nbelievable, we neither hate, 
despise nor even pity him, and yet, we 
have been hated, despised and oppressed. 
Persecution—expulsion—too often has reli- 
gion served as a pretext where plunder 
alone was the motive. They have perse- 
cuted, they have exiled—verily, they nave 
their.reward. For, as our thrift has help- 
ed to make rations, so has our banishment 
marred them; as Spain knows, as Russia 
has yet to learn. Let it not appear that 
Jews have hated their oppressors. ‘Tis 
true they did not love them—they have al- 
ways been too wholesomely human for 
that, but they forget soon and forgive 
long before they have forgotten. 

‘‘Peace, which is Israel’s mission; justice; 
charity, which is love—these three gifts we 
bring like the magi of the east, for the 
morning of the nativity of the golden age. 
All these we bring here and now, to honor 
God’s fatherhood—for the dear sake of 
man’s brotherhood—not forgetful of today’s 
obligation toward our neighbor, not turn- 
ing our eyes from present duty to lift 
them in prayer to ask for our own soul’s 
salvation. Not wastefully ignoring this life, 
because Wwe afe wrapped in wonder and 
conjecture as to what the next will prove, 
but so seizing the passing opportunities of 
this life and so utilizing for ourselves and 
others its blessings and advantages that 
without regrets we can enter into the life 
to come. And the flesh has claims as well 
as the spirit, for the earth and the fullness 
thereof, its beauty and abundance, were 
given to man, not to scorned, but to 
gladden his eyes and to make his heart 
sing in thankfulness. We do not quarrel 
with those’ who so little esteem the great- 
ness and the goodness of these gifts as to 
reject them in the hope of securing some- 
thing better in the future.

Has 
not rather Israel come with the glad tid- 
ings? Has he not preached the gospel of 
truth and justice through his Great Law 
Giver, and have not Israel’s teachers

TWO LIVE QUESTIONS 


What Will The Police Board Do at the 
Meeting Today. 


WILL IT DISMISS CONWAY?) 


And What Will It Do About the 
Twelve Hour Proposition? 


BOTH WILL COME BEFORE THE BOARD, 


There Is Likely to Be a Tie in the 
Board When the Questions Come 
Up for Settlement Today. 


Two live questions will furnish entertain- 
ment at the regular meeting of the police 
board this afterncon. 

Chief Connolly’s order appointing Detec- 
tive Conway to a place on the force will 
either be approved or rejected. 

The recommendation of Chief Connolly 
made to Chairman Johnson in a letter a 
few days ago that the members of the 
force be put on duty twelve hours a day 
during the exposition period will also be 
called up. | 

The meeting will not be lacking in in- 
terest. ¢ 

The history of Chief Connolly’s reap- 
pointment of Detective M. J. Conway is 
well known to the public. As a result of 
agitation in The Constitution Chairman 
Johnson, of the police board, came out in 
an authorized interview in The Constitution 
saying that it was his wish to exercise his 
full rights as chief of police. He said he 
thought the interests of the police depart- 
ment demanded that Chief Connolly be in 
eontrel and that he, as chairman, only be 
ealled upon for the exercise of authority or 
judgment only when emergencies arose 
and the chief was unable to decide. 

The interview was strong and to the 
point and the whole city heaped praise upon 
Chairman Jehnson, thinking that a new 
era had been inaugurated in the police de- 
partment and that the department would 
at last have a chief. 

Chief Connolly thought so. He took 
Chairman Johnson at his word and the 
first act which he performed after reading 
Chairman Johnson’s interview was to issue 
a general order notifying the members of 
the police and detective departments that 
unless they looked sharp over their work 
that he would have them dropped from 
the force. He ended this order by reap- 
pointing M. J. Conwey, the efficient Chica- 
go detective who had been dropped because 
the labor organizations had objected to him. 

Chief Connolly took the position that the 
objection raised by the labor organizations 
were not sufficient reason for the dismissal 
of Conway, who was recognized through- 
out the country as one of the ablest detec- 
tives in the Pinkerton service, particularly 
as the city had made a contract with Con- 
way covering the period of the exposition. 
He thought that he was not only adopting 
a measure of economy, but doing what he 
had a perfect right ta do when he appointed 
Conway. 

Greatly to Chief Connolly’s surprise and 
to the surprise of the general public Chair- 
man Johnson gave signs of disapproval 
the next day an@ according to statements 
accredited to btm he declared that Conway 
could not remain on the force. To The 
Constitution Chairman Johnson stated that 
Chief Connolly did not have the right to 
appoint Conway. 

The matter has rested thus for a fort- 
nizht. Conway has been steadily at work, 
doing splendid service, and the matter has 
waited for settlem: nt until the board 
should meet this afternoon. 

Just what attitude Chairman Johnson will 
assume when the board meets this after- 
noon cannot be conjectured. Many think 
that he will openly oppose the retention of 
Conway. . 

It is said on pretty good authority, how- 
ever, that Commissioners Venable, English 
and Branan will be strongly in favor of 
keeping the Pinkerton man. They will 
take this position, it is said, not because 
they have changed their opinion since the 
last meeting, when they voted for Conway 
to be dropped, but because they wish to 
sustain the position that Chief Connolly has 
the perfect right to make the appointment 
of a detective in the capacity that Conway 
will serve in. 

This will present an interesting situation. 
Chairman Johnson, Mayor King and Mr. 
Brotherton will doubtless vote to let Con- 
way go. This will cause a tie. What will 
happen then can only be conjectured and 
speculation on that point becomes interest- 
ing. In case of a tie will Chairman John- 
son decide that he has the power to settle 
the matter? The situation is one of great 
interest and today’s developments will have 
to decide, None of the commissioners are 
disposed to talk about the matter. 

The twelve-hour question will be the in- 
teresting feature of the meeting. Chief 
Connolly wrote to Chairman Johnson 
several days ago advocating the putting on 
of the men twelve hours a day. Chairman 
Johnson pocketed the letter without giving 
it reference to the other members of the 
board. They want a voice in disposing of 
the question and will insist upon the letter 
being presented to the full beard this after- 
noon. 

When the letter is read and comes up for 
action there is no Goubt of the attitude of 
the board. When the question came up be- 
fore there was a tie vote, Messrs. English, 
Venable and Branan favoring the twelve- 
hour system. These gentlemen were not 
satisfied when the matter was settled in 
favor of the eight-hour system. They took 
the position that the city was greatly in 
need of the improved police service which 
the twelve-hour system would giye. 

The matter will be settled in some wavy 
this afternoon. It will furnish plenty of 
opportunity for live discussion and there 
is every indication that this afternoon’s 
meeting will be full of ginger.

- Motion for a New Trial for Mrs. Nobles 


to Be Made. 
NEWS OF ALL THE COURTS 


The Carson-Owens Will Case Will Be 
Concluded Monday—Several 
Damage Suits Filed. 


The motion for a new trial in the case of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Noble will be presented to 
Judge C. C. Smith, at Jeffersonville, in 
Twiggs county, today, but the date of 
the argument is indefinite at present. 

Mr. Harris will present the motion, the 
chief ground of which will be insanity. 

“it is my intention,’”’ said Colonel W. C. 
Glenn Saturday, ‘‘to leave here tomorrow 
for Washington to argue a case before the 
United States supreme court assigned for 
Tuesday. This case cannot be postponed 
and coming on a day I had not expected, 
conflicts with the Noble motion. In order 
to avoid conflict with the case on the )]5th 
instant, I had the Myers’ case set for the 
Zist, and unfortunately I have fallen in 
the hole I sought to avoid. 

“Mr. Harris has done the main work in 
this case. He has been conspicuous in it 
throughout and should have the credit. he 
will present the motion in its strongest 
Way.” 

The Cason-Owens Case. 

In the superior court Saturday the Ca- 
son-Owens will case came up, but Was not 
completed. It went over until Monday. The 
public is familiar with this litigation. 

The ticket scalpers litigation in which 
Kirby had Swanson arrested for contempt 
of court, was called up. Judge Lumpkin 
heard the evidence and dismissed the mat- 
ter, there being no case. 

Temporary Guardian. 

Judge Calhoun Saturday appointed E. H. 
Thornton temporary guardian of the four 
children of the late Baker A. Bass, who 
are entitled to four-fifths undivided inter- 
est in the following policies: Manhattan, 
2,000; National Union, $5,000; German 
Mutual Life, $5,000. 

The last will and testament of the late 
Rev. H. H. Parks, of this city, was pro- 
bated and approved in the common form 
yesterday. The wife of the deceased is 
vested with a life interest in the estate 
and at her death it goes to the children. 

Some Damage Suits. 

In the city court Saturday Mrs. Winfred 
Worthington filed a suit against the city 
of Atlanta, claiming $2,000 darmmages for 
bodily injury sustained by falling into a 
defective place in a sidewaik during Sep- 
tember. 

A suit was filed in the same court by 
Anna Amos against the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company for $5,000 on account of 
alleged permanent damage sustained on 


September 15th near Cain street. The peti- 


tion charges negligence on the part of the 
driver of a car, who carried her past ner 
street, but stopped at the next street, 
and just as plaintiff was in the act of 
getting off the car was started, throwing 
her on the pavement and permanently in- 
juring her. 
Grew Out of the Explosion. 

Another suit was in the city court by 
J. A. Almond against H. C. B2ermann, pro- 
prietor of a cigar and soda stand corner 
Peachtree and Decatur streets, claiming 
damages in the sum of $6,000 for injuries 
received on September 19th by the exposi- 
sion of a “charged’’ tank filled with car- 
bonic acid gas on the sidewalk in front 
of the defendant’s store. It will be remem- 
bered that the explosion occurred on the 
day mentioned and Mr. Almond was near 
at the time. 

The plaintiff alleges that the injuries re- 
ceived were painful and permanent and 
the result of the concussion has rendered 
him totally and permanently deaf in one 
ear; that for eighteen hours he suffered 
the loss of speech; that he has suffered 
bodily pain and anguish and has been ren- 
dered unable to attend to his ordinary 
business or pursue his usual occupation, 
or do any kind of work. The bill of com- 
plaint was filed by Ethridge & Lanier, 
council for plaintiff. 

Wants Walker Removed. 

A sensational petition was filed in the 
superior court Saturday by the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Company, creditors of the 
estate of the late John G. Reynolds to the 
amount of $4,000, also Mrs. M. F. Kalheim, 
to whom the estate is indebted in over $6,700, 
against John G. Walker, who became ex- 
ecutor of the estate in 1893, succeeding 
Fletcher P. Reynolds. It charges that 
under the bad management of Walker the 


estate has become insolvent. 


It sets out that last July the petitioner 
filed a petition in the ordinary court al- 
leging the unfitness of Walker as executor; 
that he had failed to wind up the estate in 
nearly two years and the result has been 
the accumulation of debts and the property 


_ has depreciated and part of it ruined; that 


on account of the worry and labor incident 
to the administering of the estate Walker’s 
mind has become unbalanced on matters of 
the estate and that he has abused the 
plaintifis, charging them with false swear- 
ing. It is further alleged that Walker has 


applied $1,000 of the estate on open account 
‘without paying anything on the notes or 


liens of the petitioners and he is unable to 
‘respond for this amount; that he has 
allowed a piece of phosphate property in 
Florida to become worthless, whereas he 
could have made $10,000 upon it. 

The bill of complaint sets out further that 
petitioners brought a petition in the su- 
perior court to restrain Walker from sgell- 
ing the estate. An order was granted re- 
Straining Walker until the application te 
remove him was finally passed upon. Sub- 
sequently the court refused to dissolve the 
restraining order and Walker appealed to 
the supreme court. 

The bill concludes with prayer asking the 


-femoval of Walker and the appointment of 


another receiver to take charge of the 
estate and wind it up to satisfy the credi- 
tors of the same. 

Temporary Receiver. 

Judge Richard H. Clark made an order 
appointing Arnold Broyles {temporary re- 
ceiver to take charge of the assets, but not 
to interfere with the possessions of Walker 
except in such contingency as requires such 
action. 

It was further ordered that a hearing of 
the matter shall be held ten days subse- 
quent to the decision of the supreme court 


' of the case now pending before that court.

CAREER OF JOHN J. P. ODELL, 


-_—_ = 


President of the American Bankers’ 
Association. 

That the surprisingiy rapid growth of the 
great commercial capital of the west has 
not been of an unsubStantial character is 
due in a large degree to the sagacity of 
many of its leading bankers and business 
men. Fortunate as is the location of Chi- 
cago, on one of the inland seas and in the 
heart of a region of almost unmatched 
fertility, something more than this was 
needed to keep the enthusiasm of the spec- 
ulative within: proper restraints and pre- 
vent the mistakes which had ruined the 
fortunes of other cities greatly favored in 
tueir physicial situation, but lacking the 
sort of men to shape and contro! the ener- 
gies of the people, and to foster enterprises 
of a legitimate sort. 

The swiftness of Chicago’s. pace in reach- 
ing a commanding position among the cities 
of the country has been credited to what is 
sometimes called the audacity of genius, 
but the solid strength of the city is the re- 
sult of the cool and clear-headed judgment 
of her business men, and in no department 
of activity has this quality found more 
forcible manifestation than in the banks of 
the city. 

Commercial development everywhere finds 
its center and chief agency of promotion 
in the banks. When rightly managed their 
influence is always positive, never destruc- 
tive. They have every incentive to aid com- 
merce, to sustain property values and to 
conserve both public and private credit. 

In the important part which these insti- 
tutions take in aiding material growth the 
banks of Chicago have not been wanting. 
‘they are, as a rule, carefully conducted, 
and while progres3ive and alert to oppor- 
tunities it is rare that they overstep the 
limits of safety; most of them are as sound 
and as well managed as banks are any- 
where. 

Among the many successful business men 
of New England ancestry who have made 
up one of the progressive elements in the 
financial affairs of the western capital, the 
subject of this sketch is prominent, not 
by any pretensions of his own, for he its 
himself averse to publicity, but to the fidel- 
ity and energy which have marked his ca- 
reer as a banker. 

John J. P. Odell, president of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association, was born at 
Eastport, Me., in 1847, and continued to re- 
side there until 1865, when h@removed to 
Chicago, and in November of that year 
entered the Northwestern National bank, 
where he remained until July, 1866, at 
which time he entered the Union National 
bank as bockkeeper, and has continued 
uninterruptedly with that institution since

| Office he has filled since 1890. 


Mr. Odell was elected to the presidency 
of the American Bankers’ Association at 
the convention held in Baltimore in Oc- 
tober last, having previously been first 
vice president of the association. His pres- 
ent position is the highest Which the or- 


| ganized bankers of the country can confer. 


Mr. Odell has never held public office, but 
was a director of the World’s Columbian 
exposition and a member of the executive 
committee and board of control. He is 
connected with various commercial enter- 
prises, and is chairman of the executive 
council of the Bankers’ Association of the 
stac.e of Illinois, and was fomerly president 
of the association, and is also a member of 
the Institute of Bankérs, of London. 
President Odell has long taken an active 
interest in bankers’ organizations, and is 
in sympathy with every well-directed plan 
ol these associations to develop the bank- 
ing business on the lines of safety and 
usefulness. His administration will doubt- 
less be market by activity and success.
